You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Greenville  on  Tuesday,  the  Tenth  day  of  March,  next  at  ten  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  bring  in  your 
ballots  for  the  following  town  officers: 

Town  Clerk  for  one  year;  one  Selectman  for  three  years; 
Town  Treasurer  for  one  year;  Tax  Collector  for  one  year;  High- 
way Agent  for  one  year;  one  Water  Commissioner  for  Three 
years;  one  Water  Commissioner  for  one  year;  one  Trustee  of 
Trust  Funds  for  one  year;  one  Library  Trustee  for  three  years; 
two  Auditors  for  one  year;  and  three  Firewards  for  one  year. 

And  at  eight  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  at 
the  same  place,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects : 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  officers  not  chosen  by  the 
Australian  ballot. 

Article  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priations for  the  same. 

Article  3.  To  hear  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees  and 
officers  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation 
of  taxes,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the  State 
Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the  Division  of 
Municipal  Accounting,  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  to  cover  the  expenses  of  such  an  audit. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  $25.00  to  be 
expended  in  cooperation  with  the  New  Hampshire  Forestry  and 
Recreation  Commission  for  the  opening  and  maintaining  of 
trails  and  old  roads  for  forest  fire  protection.  The  New  Hamp- 
shire Forestry  and  Recreation  Commission  to  provide  a  match- 
ing sum  not  in  excess  of  $25.00  for  this  purpose. 


Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $2000.  for  a  war  memorial  to  be  placed  on  the  land  opposite 
the  Legion  Hall,  as  described  and  recommended  by  the  Memor- 
ial Committee,  payment  of  same  to  be  taken  from  the  Myrtle 
Marsh  Fund,  or  take  any  other  action  thereon. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  the  sum  of  $9,000.  to  complete  the  development  of  the 
new  part  of  the  Pleasant  Street  Cemetery,  said  loan  to  be  pay- 
able $2,000.  per  year  plus  interest,  beginning  in  1960,  or  take 
any  other  action  thereon. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  four  car  radios 
from  the  Police  Department. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  street 
light  on  the  road  leading  from  Hubbard  Road  to  the  residence 
of  Donald  Lafleur,  or  take  any  other  action  thereon. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Street 
Light  by  the  residence  of  Donald  Holman,  or  take  any  other 
action  thereon. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum 
not  exceeding  $6,000.  for  the  purpose  of  making  improvements 
to  the  following  Class  V  roads  within  the  Town;  Beginning 
above  the  residence  of  Amelia  Lizotte,  proceeding  easterly  to 
property  of  Leon  Russell  and  continuing  along  Adams  Hill 
Road,  such  sum  to  be  raised  through  the  issuance  of  bonds  or 
notes  under  and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
83,  Laws  of  1951  as  amended  by  chapter  31,  Laws  of  1953,  and

Voted  to  accept  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, and  Officers  heretofore  chosen  as  printed  in  the  Town 
Report,  with  the  following  exceptions:  (1)  On  page  12,  under 
Assets,  delete  "for  the  acquisition  of  equipment  and  new  con- 
struction." (2)  The  Mary  McKaig  Taft  Bequest  Committee 
granted  a  year's  extension. 

Article  4.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treas- 
urer to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.

IN  APPRECIATION 

On  behalf  of  the  Town,  the  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Russell  Kimball  for  their  efforts  and  interest  in  the  Teen- 
Age  meetings  which  they  have  so  successfully  supervised  this 
past  year.  These  gatherings  have  been  of  great  benefit  both  to 
the  Town  and  to  the  young  people  who  have  participated.  We 
certainly  appreciate  what  the  Kimballs  and  others  who  assisted 
from  time  to  time  have  done.  It  is  hoped  they  will  continue, 
and  that  other  couples  will  be  willing  to  help  during  the  coming 
year. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

The  Water  Commissioners  have  been  beset  with  an  unusually 
large  number  of  problems  during   1958. 

First  we  had  to  install  a  new  system  of  bookkeeping. 

The  pipe-line  leading  to  the  Dow  and  Alton  residences  broke 
and  the  cost  of  repairing  was  $405.00. 

Then  we  learned  that  one  reason  why  the  electric  light  bill 
was  growing  so  large  was  because  one  of  the  pumping  units, 
consisting  of  Motor  and  Pump,  was  worn  beyond  repair,  and 
that  the  other  one  was  in  dire  need  of  repairs.  One  new  unit 
was  purchased  and  the  other  repaired  at  a  cost  of  $709.07. 

It  was  then  learned  that  the  pipe-line  leading  up  Adams 
street  was  completely  rusted  out  and  this  had  to  be  relaid  at  a 
cost  of  $1,651.56. 

With  the  promise  of  new  houses  being  built  on  Rousseau's 
hill,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  lay  a  new  line  up  there,  and  this 
was  done  at  a  cost  of  $1,605.49,  this  including  a  break  near  the 
home  of  Police  Chief  Pelletier,  that  occured  about  the  time  of 
the  construction  on  Rousseau  hill,  and  we  feel  that  the  break 
was  caused  by  the  surge  of  water  when  the  water  was  turned 
off  and  on  on  the  hill.  The  connection  had  badly  deteriorated 
from  age  and  we  are  bound  to  find  many  more  connections  in 
the  same  condition  during  the  next  few  years. 

It  was  then  decided,  even  though  Well  No.  3  had  been  con- 
demned by  the  state  board  of  health,  to  grade  the  land  around 
the  well  after  installing  a  metal  wall  and  purchasing  a  new 
pumping  unit.   This  cost  $1,246.30. 

Cleaning  out  all  three  wells  cost  approximately  $2,000.00, 
and  as  all  bills  are  not  in  yet  we  do  not  know  the  exact  figure. 
We  do  know  that  the  Chapman  Co.'s  bill  is  an  even  $1,400.00, 
which  we  still  owe,  as  we  do  for  the  pump  for  the  No.  3  well  and 
the  cost  of  hauling  water  from  Wilton. 

During  the  late  summer  and  fall  we  were  unable,  because  of 
leaks  and  wells  too  full  of  sand  to  give  us  their  fullest  output, 
to  keep  sufficient  water  in  the  reservoir  so  that  everyone  could 
have  water. 

Since  the  known  leaks  have  been  repaired  and  the  wells 
cleaned  out,  no  one,  so  far  as  we  are  aware,  has  been  without 
water.  The  company  that  cleaned  the  wells  informed  us  that 
the  wells  should  have  been  cleaned  long  ago. 

We  have  also  been  able  to  sell  the  Rowse  Co.  considerable 
water,  they  drawing  on  our  supply  during  the  night. 

Under  the  adverse  conditions  which  the  citizens  of  Green- 
ville experienced  on  several  occasions,  we  feel  that  for  the  most 
part  they  were  very  tolerant  with  us  and  we  wish  to  herewith 
express  our  thanks. 

Mr.  Donald  R.  Holman,  who  built  the  new  house  on  Rousseau 
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Hill,  has  signed  an  agreement  to  repay  the  town  $900.00  over 
the  next  fifteen  years,  at  the  rate  of  $60.00  per  year.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 

You  Can  Help  Prevent  Forest  Fires 

Twenty-five  percent  of  all  forest  fires  in  New  Hampshire  are 
caused  from  careless  debris  burning — brush,  paper,  leaves,  etc. 
Most  of  them  are  started  without  the  required  permit  from  the 
local  forest  fire  warden.  The  cost  of  extinguishing  these  fires 
annually  runs  into  large  sums  of  money. 

According  to  law,  responsible  parties  must  pay  the  cost  of 
putting  them  out.  In  addition,  violators  may  be  subject  to 
court  prosecution  with  fines  running  as  high  as  ($200)  two- 
hundred  dollars. 

In  the  interest  of  fire  prevention  why  not  eliminate  burning 
at  home?  Use  your  town  dump.  It  has  been  set  up  for  your 
personal  convenience.  It  provides  a  suitable  place  for  the  dis- 
posal of  dangerous  inflammable  waste  material  and  other  useless 
items  which  accumulate  around  the  home  and  local  stores; 
brush,  etc.,  cut  on  your  property.  Eliminate  the  hazard  of 
burning  yourself.  It  will  be  easier  for  you — personally  and 
financially. 

If,  however,  you  do  burn  on  your  premises: 

1.  Secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire  warden — the 
law    requires    it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning.  Don't  leave 
it. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving  it. 
Save  yourself  much  possible  difficulty.  Use  your  town 
dump.

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REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN 

CHAMBERLIN  FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

YEAR  OF  1958 

The  past  year  has  been  a  busy  and  successful  one  in  terms 
of  Library  Service.  It  has  been  gratifying  to  note  the  increase 
in  borrowers — 409  more  people  used  the  Library  this  year  than 
last — and  the  adult  borrowers  increased  227  over  last  year. 
We  did  not  have  a  summer  reading  contest  this  year,  but  found 
the  children  retained  their  interest  in  reading.  It  is  hoped  that 
we  can  have  a  Story  Hour  for  the  children  this  coming  season. 

We  have  made  good  use  of  the  State  Library,  borrowing 
about  95  books  through  the  year  on  various  subjects:  to  help 
students  in  preparing  term  papers;  for  a  young  person  in- 
terested in  "bird-dog"  training;  many  books  on  technical 
subjects  such  as  radio,  television,  medicine,  and  books  on  how 
to  stencil  and  decorate  furniture  and  tinware.  "You  ask  for 
it — we  will  try  and  get  it  for  you." 

As  a  help  in  establishing  good  Inter-Library  Loan  relations 
we  loaned  about  40  books  to  the  Wadleigh  Memorial  Library 
in  Milford,  to  help  them  offer  a  wider  selection  in  their  service 
to  the  Home  for  the  Aged  and  the  Rest  Homes.  In  return  we 
have  borrowed  many  technical  books  from  the  Milford  library. 

Supplementary  reading  material  has  been  loaned  to  the 
Sacred  Heart  School,  and  a  shelf  of  science  books  has  been 
arranged  for  the  benefit  of  the  students  of  both  schools. 

On  Feb.  19th  this  Library  was  to  have  been  host  to  12  li- 
brarians and  their  trustees  at  a  neighborhood  meeting.  Due  to 
very  bad  weather  there  was  a  very  small  number  present  to 
meet  with  Miss  Doreene  Harper  of  Concord.  We  did  enjoy  a 
most  informal  talk  with  Miss  Harper,  and  she  had  several 
displays  of  books  that  proved  of  interest.  Refreshments  were 
served  by  the  librarian  and  Mrs.  Marian  Buttrick,  trustee, 
to  our  guests. 

Feb.  26th  the  Librarian  and  Mrs.  Buttrick  met  with  Mrs. 
T.  J.  Mclntyre  of  Concord.  She  is  on  the  Public  Relations 
Council  with  Hamilton  Putnam  and  is  hired  by  the  State 
Library  to  offer  help  to  Libraries  in  the  State.  She  had  many 
fine  suggestions  of  effective  ways  to  increase  Library  Service. 

March  16 — 23  of  this  year  was  designated  as  National  Li- 
brary week,  with  the  theme  "Wake  Up  and  Read".  To  help 
promote  Library  week  in  Greenville,  posters  were  displayed 
in  the  stores,  and  children  of  both  schools  were  asked  to  take 
part  in  a  Poster  and  Essay  Contest.  The  poster  was  to  depict 
the  theme  Wake  Up  and  Read  and  the  essay  was  on  the  subject 
"Why  I  Like  to  Read."  Judges  for  the  contests  were  Mrs. 
Joseph  P.  Pelletier,  Mrs.  Bertrand  Pelletier,  and  Mrs.  Howard 
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Greene.  The  poster  contest  was  won  by  Gloria  Bergeron, 
Sacred  Heart  School,  and  Theodora  Frost,  Public  School. 
These  posters  were  displayed  in  a  store  window,  the  other 
posters  and  essays  were  in  display  at  the  Library.  The  winning 
essays  were  written  by  Rachel  Lizotte,  S.  H.  School  and  Pris- 
cilla  Phipps,  P.  S.  The  librarian  visited  both  schools  and  pre- 
sented the  prizes  to  the  children  in  their  class  room. 

In  Sept.  the  7th  and  8th  grades  with  their  teachers  visited 
the  Library.  The  boys  and  girls  were  given  a  talk  on  "How  to 
Use  the  Library",  including  use  of  the  Card  Catalogue  and 
Reference  books.  In  Nov.  during  Book  Week  the  children  in 
the  lower  grades,  accompanied  by  their  teachers,  were  guests. 
Books  were  on  display  and  after  a  short  talk  on  the  History  of 
the  Greenville  Library,  the  Librarian  told  the  children  a  story. 
The  youngsters  were  much  interested  in  a  Rock  collection  on 
display,  and  a  Thanksgiving  scene  arranged  for  them. 

Mrs.  Marian  Buttrick,  trustee  and  the  Librarian  represented 
Greenville  on  Sept.  25th  at  the  50th  anniversary  celebration  of 
the  Gregg  Free  Library  in  Wilton.  This  was  a  most  enjoyable 
occasion. 

Oct.  28th  the  Librarian  and  Mr.  Eugene  Coffin,  trustee, 
attended  a  neighborhood  meeting  at  the  Mansfield  Public 
Library  in  Temple.  Miss  Marjorie  Stroud,  children's  librarian 
of  the  State  Library  was  the  speaker.  The  program  was  on  the 
subject,  "Budgets  and  Other  Financial  Problems."  It  was  an 
interesting  meeting,  well  attended,  and  the  Bookmobile  li- 
brarian was  also  present  with  a  display  of  the  newest  children's 
books.  Miss  Stroud  reviewed  a  number  of  the  books  and  after 
the  meeting  a  social  hour  with  refreshments  was  enjoyed. 

The  librarian  gave  a  talk  in  the  spring  to  the  Greenville 
School  Club  on  "Your  Library  and  How  it  Serves  You"  and 
in  the  fall  during  Book  Week  gave  a  short  History  of  the  Book- 
mobile to  the  School  Club. 

The  Bookmobile  still  makes  its  quarterly  visits  to  the  Library 
and  is  also  visiting  the  school.  In  conjunction  with  the  Univer- 
sity of  N.  H.,  the  State  Library  is  offering  a  film  service,  where- 
by films  on  books  such  as  Heidi  or  The  Yearling  are  available 
for  showing  to  the  children,  free  of  charge.  We  hope  to  take 
advantage  of  this  offer  soon. 

Quite  a  number  of  books  have  been  given  to  the  Library 
this  past  year,  as  well  as  the  magazines,  "U.  S.  News  and  World 
Report"  and  "Holiday".  We  are  very  grateful  to  all  those 
interested  in  the  Library  and  deeply  appreciative  of  the  gifts. 

Several  new  magazine  subscriptions  have  been  added  this 
year.  "Horizon",  a  hard  cover  magazine,  which  is  issued  six 
times  a  year,  "Parent's  Magazine"  and  "Seventeen",  for  the 
young  people.  As  a  further  service  the  Library  has  joined  the 
Book  of  the  Month  Club  and  is  also  a  member  of  a  Garden 
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Book  Club.  The  books  on  gardening,  house  plants,  and  flower 
arrangements  have  been  well  received. 

Any  suggestions  to  make  your  Library  of  better  service  to 
the  Community  would  be  appreciated. 

A  1774  copy  of  the  "Librarian's  Almanach"  contains  the 
following  inspiring  words: 

"It  were  better  that  no  person  enter  the  Library  (save  the 
Librarian  himself)  and  that  the  Books  be  kept  in  Safety,  than 
that  one  Book  be  lost,  or  others  misplaced.  Guard  well  your 
Books — this  is  always  your  foremost  Duty." 

Say  not  that  the  "Good  ole  days"  were  better.  Times  have 
changed  and  a  good  thing  too! 

Our  goal  for  the  new  year  is  to  continue  to  give  the  best 
service  we  can  and  we  hope  to  build  up  a  larger  science  dept. 
for  the  young  people.  Some  very  fine  science  books  have  been 
added  with  the  "Corabelle  Robbins'  Fund."

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  TO  STUDY 
IMPROVEMENTS  TO  WAR  MEMORIAL 


The  committee  was  very  fortunate  in  securing  the  help  of 
Mrs.  Jean  Kellogg  of  New  Ipswich  who  graciously  gave  of  her 
time  and  talent  in  drawing  us  a  plan  which  we  believe  would 
serve  a  dual  purpose  and  be  an  asset  to  the  town  of  Greenville. 

This  Plan  would : 

1.  Remove  the  War  Memorial  to  a  more  suitable  location 
(across  the  street  from  the  present  Legion  home)  and  provide 
the  town  of  Greenville  with  a  centrally  located  "beauty "spot 
which  the  town  should  have. 

2.  A  larger  stone  would  be  used  to  which  the  World  War  I 
plaque  would  be  attached  and  in  addition  a  new  plaque  would 
be  provided  giving  recognition  to  those  who  served  during 
World  War  II. 
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The  plan  incorporates  the  use  of  shrubs  and  ground  cover 
plants  which  demand  a  minimum  of  care.  The  cost  would  be 
moderate.  The  committee  has  secured  two  estimates;  one  for 
the  stone  work  involved,  including  the  cost  of  the  granite  curb- 
ing at  the  base  of  the  stone,  construction  of  the  base  for  the 
stone,  a  new  and  larger  stone,  a  new  plaque  for  World  War  II 
and  the  installation  of  both  the  old  and  new  plaques,  and  a 
second  estimate  to  include  all  grading,  planting  of  shrubs,  all 
other  landscaping,  construction  of  a  concrete  walk  and  of  a 
fieldstone  retaining  wall  at  the  lower  edge  of  the  site.  These  two 
estimates  come  to  slightly  below  $2,000.00.  The  entire  cost  of 
this  project  could  be  borne  by  the  Myrtle  Marsh  Fund  which 
was  left  for  the  beautification  of  the  town.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  the  Citizens  of  Greenville: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  your  Super- 
intendent of  Schools. 

STAFF  AND  INSTRUCTION 

The  Greenville  School  opened  this  fall  with  several  changes 
in  the  staff.  The  changes  were  brought  about  by  the  departure 
of  Mrs.  Anita  Sinkervitch  and  Mr.  Romuald  Sinkervitch.  Mr. 
Sinkervitch  left  to  teach  in  the  Junior  High  School  in  Nashua. 
Mr.  William  Manley  a  graduate  of  St.  Anslem's  College  and  one 
who  has  also  taken  courses  at  Riviere  College  in  Nashua,  was 
hired  as  Principal  of  the  Greenville  School  and  teacher  of  Grades 
7  and  8  as  a  replacement  of  Mr.  Sinkervitch.  Miss  Joanne 
O'Sullivan  a  graduate  of  Fitchburg  State  Teachers'  College 
was  hired  to  teach  in  grades  5  and  6.  As  a  result  of  action 
taken  by  the  School  District  at  the  last  School  District  meeting 
it  was  possible  for  the  Board  to  hire  one  additional  teacher  for 
the  Greenville  School.  This  additional  teacher  made  possible 
a  load  of  two  grades  per  teacher.  Mrs.  Jessie  McMann  a  grad- 
uate of  Plymouth  State  Teachers'  College,  with  five  years  of 
teaching  experience  in  Stratford,  was  hired  to  teach  in  grades 
3  and  4  and  provide  the  additional  teacher  that  was  voted  by 
the  School  District.  The  School  District  was  fortunate  to  have 
Mrs.  Delphine  Crafts  continue  as  teacher  in  grades  1  and  2  for 
this  current  year. 

Provision  of  an  additional  teacher  has  improved  the  general 
educational  level  in  all  classes  at  the  Greenville  School  and 
marked  progress  has  been  made  because  of  the  reduced  class 
load  per  teacher.  It  seems  that  the  School  District  exercised 
very  good  judgment  and  foresight  in  providing  for  an  additional 
staff  member. 

Miss  Elsie  Wheeler  continues  to  do  a  superb  job  as  Music 
Supervisor  and  teacher.  Her  recent  Christmas  program  was 
very  well  attended  and  acclaimed  by  many  to  be  the  best  in 
Greenville  in  many  a  year.  Miss  Sybil  Beatham  continues  her 
responsibilities  as  School  Nurse  and  Doctor  Wellwood  as  School 
Health  Officer. 

In  the  area  of  instruction  in  the  school  three  areas  are  receiv- 
ing particular  attention.  All  of  these  areas  have  not  been  de- 
veloped to  the  extent  to  which  it  is  hoped  they  will  eventually 
reach,  but  progress  is  being  made  in  each  of  these  areas,  for 
the  best  interest  of  the  children  of  Greenville. 

Emphasis  on  instruction  in  science  is  the  first  area  receiving 
special  attention.  Here  the  emphasis  is  on  using  the  scientific 
experiment  to  develop  knowledge  and  facts  rather  than  utilizing 
only  a  text.  The  need  to  implement  this  program  is  of  course 
simple  laboratory  equipment  and  supplies  to  supplement 
things  that  can  be  obtained  at  home.  Several  years  will  be 
needed  to  fully  develop  this  program,  but  a  start  has  been  made. 
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A  second  area  which  is  receiving  added  attention  as  this  cur- 
rent year  proceeds  and  also  received  attention  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  previous  school  year,  has  been  in  the  field  of  Educational 
Television.  Programs  in  Educational  Television  have  been 
increased  markedly  in  the  last  six  to  twelve  months  and  now 
opportunity  is  being  provided  every  day  of  the  week  for  these 
programs  to  supplement  some  grade  level  areas  in  the  elemen- 
tary school.  It  is  predicted  that  more  Educational  Television 
programs  will  be  provided  for  schools  in  the  next  twelve  months 
and  on  into  the  future.  In  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  ex- 
cellent offerings  of  these  Educational  Television  Stations  tem- 
porary steps  have  been  taken  to  provide  the  school  with  a  tele- 
vision set  on  a  loan  basis  until  such  time  as  one  can  be  obtained 
on  a  permanent  basis  by  some  means  or  other. 

Educational  Television  is  not  very  much  different  from  good 
educational  movies.  If  the  program  is  properly  prepared  for  by 
the  teacher  and  properly  followed  up  by  the  teacher,  it  can  be 
the  nucleus  for  a  well  developed  educational  unit  of  very  definite 
benefit  to  all  children  in  the  classroom  group.  The  only  dif- 
ference between  the  good  educatioi  al  films  and  the  television 
presentatior  is  that  the  television  presentation  has  to  be  ac- 
cepted at  the  time  it  is  presented.  By  means  of  educational 
television,  scientific  experiments  or  demonstrations  are  made 
available  to  a  small  school  classroom  such  as  ours.  Such  experi- 
ments would  ordinarily  be  absolutely  impossible  because  of  the 
exhorbitant  costs  involved.  Actually  a  scientific  demonstration 
can  be  better  seen  by  the  pupils  on  a  TV  set  than  if  the  experi- 
ment was  actually  performed  in  the  classroom.  In  other  area? 
such  as  social  studies  and  literature,  experts  in  these  fields 
using  teaching  aids  that  would  not  be  available  to  the  regular 
classroom  teacher,  can  present  material  far  more  vividly  and 
emphatically  and  with  more  lasting  emphasis  than  a  classroom 
teacher  possibly  could  do.  Because  of  these  reasons  it  seems 
that  Educational  Television  should  play  a  very  definite  part  in 
supplementing  the  instruction  program  in  the  Greenville 
School,  to  make  it  more  interesting  and  effective. 

A  third  program  that  is  going  to  take  place  in  the  second  half 
of  this  year,  on  an  experimental  basis,  is  one  which  is  not  being 
carried  out  in  but  very  few  schools  in  the  State.  This  is  a  pro- 
gram in  Conversational  French  for  pupils  in  the  fifth  and  sixth 
grades.  This  program  is  being  initiated  because  of  at  least  two 
reasons.  The  first  being  that  it  seems  that  the  young  people  of 
tomorrow  in  our  Nation  should  be  more  familiar  with  languages 
other  than  their  own  in  order  to  more  satisfactorily  fit  into  the 
world  of  tomorrow.  Our  Globe  is  getting  smaller  each  and  every 
day.  A  properly  educated  person  of  tomorrow  living  in  this 
smaller  world,  necessitates  his  living  with  people  who  speak 
other  tongues  than  his  own.  Not  only  is  speaking  tongues 
other  than  our  own  needed,  but  also  need  for  understanding  the 
culture  and  background  of  foreign  people.    Another  reason  for 
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initiating  the  Conversational  French  program  is  because  of  the 
large  French-Canadian  population  in  Greenville,  which  popu- 
lation would  provide  plentiful  opportunities  for  the  youngsters 
to  utilize  their  newly  won  skills.  In  addition  to  being  able  to 
speak  a  language  spoken  by  many  residents  of  Greenville,  a 
fuller  appreciation  of  the  French-Canadian  background  of  a 
good  part  of  the  local  population  would  result.  This  program  is 
going  to  be  taught  by  Mrs.  Ulysse  Alix.  Mrs.  Alix  is  a  graduate 
of  Keene  Teachers  College,  has  specialized  in  foreign  languages 
and  is  presently  teaching  French  at  the  High  School  level  at 
Appleton  Academy.  Present  plans  call  for  her  to  provide  in- 
struction in  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades,  three  times  a  week  for 
one-half  hour  at  each  session.  If  the  program  seems  to  be  one 
that  works  out  satisfactorily  it  will  be  continued  in  the  coming 
school  year. 

It  is  felt  that  some  comment  is  necessary  commending  the 
teachers  of  the  Greenville  School  for  the  excellent  communi- 
cations which  they  have  maintained  with  the  town  through 
a  regular  newspaper  article  each  week  about  activities  in  the 
Greenville  School ;  through  programs  open  to  the  public;  exhibit- 
ing the  work  being  done  by  the  pupils  of  the  school;  through 
excellent  school  bulletin  board  displays  indicating  broad  areas 
being  touched  upon  at  all  grade  levels  within  the  school;  and 
through  s  school  paper  being  circulated  to  parents  of  the  Green- 
ville School  students  indicating  the  kinds  of  educational  activi- 
ties taking  place  within  the  school.  All  of  these  programs  to- 
gether, have  developed  a  strong  feeling  of  cooperation  between 
parents  and  school,  working  for  the  best  interest  of  each  indivi- 
dual child. 

BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS 

The  general  condition  of  the  plant  is  good.  The  exterior  has 
been  recently  painted,  the  hallway  was  painted  during  the  early 
part  of  this  year  and  the  only  need  it  seems  at  this  time  is  to 
improve  the  physical  quality  of  the  classroom  which  was  put 
into  use  this  year.  This  improvement  is  going  to  be  made  during 
the  coming  year  through  the  installation  of  proper  lighting 
within  that  room  and  also  additional  lighting  in  the  lower  hall- 
way where  a  rather  gloomy  condition  exists.  With  the  full 
utilization  of  the  spare  room  that  previously  existed  within  the 
building,  the  school  presently  has  no  extra  room  area  for  various 
special  activities  that  come  up  during  the  course  of  a  school 
year.  Some  consideration  has  been  given  by  the  School  Club  to 
improve  a  part  of  the  basement  area  for  use  as  a  television  room 
or  room  for  special  kinds  of  class  activities  for  which  a  classroom 
is  not  suitable.  The  costs  involved  are  considerable  and  the 
feeling  of  the  School  Board  is  that  this  would  not  be  a  proper 
expense  for  the  School  District  to  bear  at  this  time.  However, 
such  an  improvement  within  the  school"  would  certainly  be  a 
very  welcome  addition. 
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SPECIAL  ARTICLE 

Article  9  of  your  school  district  warrant  provides  an  oppor- 
tunity for  the  District  to  make  a  decision  relative  to  tuition 
costs  which  are  to  be  charged  Greenville  for  the  education  of 
their  youngsters  at  Appleton  Academy. 

The  School  Board,  in  preparing  its  budget,  has  to  of  necessity, 
plan  on  the  maximum  number  of  youngsters  that  could  attend 
the  Academy  during  the  coming  school  year.  This  they  feel  is 
a  better  policy  than  being  optomistic  about  the  number  of 
tuition  students  and  coming  up  with  a  deficiency  appropriation 
in  the  ensuing  year.  It  is  estimated  that  sixty  pupils  will  attend 
Appleton  Academy  at  $388.00  per  pupil  in  the  coming  school 
year  making  a  total  of  $23,280.00  which  must  be  budgeted. 
Appleton  Academy  on  the  other  hand,  since  its  income  is  not 
fixed,  but  is  determined  by  the  number  of  students  which  it 
anticipates  from  outlying  towns,  must  be  pessimistic  in  its 
estimates  of  the  number  of  children  who  might  attend  the  Aca- 
demy from  Greenville.  Over  the  past  several  years  the  Green- 
ville tuition  drop-out  rate  has  been  comparatively  high,  about 
15%.  However,  over  the  last  two  years  the  drop-out  rate  has 
been  quite  low.  Nevertheless,  the  Academy  plans  on  a  drop-out 
rate  of  about  15%  to  be  assured  of  a  sufficient  income  with 
which  to  properly  operate  the  Academy.  In  effect  Appleton 
would  appreciate  having  a  fixed  amount  of  income  that  it  could 
depend  upon  from  Greenville  and  all  the  other  tuition  paying 
towns.  If  this  fixed  income  could  be  assured,  no  matter  what 
the  number  of  pupils  might  be,  the  Academy  would  have  a 
fixed  budget  which  would  simplify  their  problems  greatly.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Appleton  Academy,  which  includes  mem- 
bers from  all  the  tuition  paying  towns,  has  thus  been  able  to 
offer  to  Greenville  a  fixed  figure  of  $18,074.00  on  which  it  could 
operate  if  this  figure  was  guaranteed  by  Greenville  no  matter 
what  the  number  of  youngsters  attending  school  might  be. 
This  would  represent  a  potential  saving  of  $5,206.00.  This 
Article  provides  the  district  an  opportunity  to  decide  whether 
they  want  to  pay  on  a  per  pupil  basis  as  in  the  past  or  on  a 
guaranteed  payment  basis.  It  seems  that  the  savings  to  the 
Town  of  Greenville  would  be  considerable. 

FINANCE 

The  School  Board's  budget  for  the  school  year  1959-60  calls 
for  an  appropriation  of  $56,336.30,  an  increase  of  $5,624.19 
over  the  current  year's  appropriation.  The  bulk  of  this  increase 
is  reflected  in  a  few  items  in  the  budget. 

The  cost  increase  of  $1,660.00  in  Teachers'  Salaries  has  been 
deemed  necessary  to  keep  local  salary  figures  in  line  with  those 
in  southern  New  Hampshire.  A  part  of  this  increase  has  also 
resulted  from  providing  funds  for  the  continuation  of  the  Con- 
versational French  Program. 

The  current  amount  budgeted  for  Item  No.  8,  Scholars' 
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Supplies  has  been  increased  by  $117.00  to  make  the  costs  more 
comparable  to  money  actually  expended  in  this  area. 

The  increase  of  $100.00  in  Item  No.  11,  Custodial  Salary,  is 
justified  because  of  the  regular  use  of  an  additional  room  of  the 
school. 

The  increase  of  $356.00  under  Item  No.  16  is  anticipated  due 
to  increased  costs  of  transportation,  a  statutory  obligation. 

A  major  increase  in  the  budget  is  shown  in  Item  No.  17  of 
$2,774.00  brought  about  by  increased  enrollment  at  the  High 
School  level,  and  an  increase  in  tuition  costs  to  $388.00  per 
pupil.  This  increase  could  be  eliminated  and  a  decrease  of 
$3,946.00  result  by  acceptance  of  the  Appleton  Academy  flat 
fee  figure. 

The  bulk  of  the  increase  in  Item  No.  20,  Insurance  and  Bonds, 
has  resulted  because  of  increased  fire  insurance  costs,  stemming 
from  rate  re-evaluations  for  all  public  buildings  made  effective 
last  summer. 

Item  No.  22  has  increased  by  $331.00  to  provide  for  more 
adequate  lighting  in  the  additional  room  of  the  school. 

Income  of  the  district  is  estimated  to  be  less  this  year  because 
of  a  lower  anticipated  balance  in  the  beginning  of  the  coming 
school  year  and  fewer  tuition  students. 

CONCLUSION 
I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Greenville  School 
Board  and  the  citizens  of  Greenville  for  their  fine  support  and 
cooperation  in  providing  desired  education  for  children.
